I have  the  pleasure  to  present  mj;-  Annual  Report  upon 
matters  affecting  the  Public  Health  in  the  Borough  during 
the  year  1959. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  records  are  again  very 
satisfactory.  There  was  one  infant  death  during  the  year  but 
this  was  due  to  congenital  heart  disease,  and  the  Infant 
Mortality  figure  still  remains  very  satisfactory  as  compared 
with  that  for  Pembrokeshire  as  a whole  and  also  for  England 
and  Wales  and  also  to  that  affecting  the  Borough  10  years  ago 
during  19U9,  when  it  was  29  per  1,000  live  births. 

Plans  draim  up  during  1958  to  build  22  one  bedrooraed 
bungalow^s  for  elderly  folk  were  completed,  and  during  the  year 
building  was  commenced.  When  these  bungalows  are  completed  it 
is  hoped  that  some  of  the  elderly  folk  living  in  the  three  bed- 
roomed  council  houses  can  be  transferred.  This  will  enable 
families  with  children  to  be  re-housed,  some  of  which  have  been 
on  the  waiting  list  for  some  time.  Prom  perusal  of  the  housing 
list  it  appears  that  further  council  houses  or  flats,  particular- 
ly two  bedroomed  ones,  are  required,  that  is,  if  the  rents  of 
these  can  be  kept  at  a reasonable  figure. 

Again,  I would  like  to  emphasise  how  important  a part  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  plays  in  the  maintenance  of  the  conditions 
suitable  for  healthy  living.  Much  work  has  been  done  to  implement 
the  reconraendations  made  under  the  Pood  and  Hygiene  regulations 
and  conditions  have  improved. 

I would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
members  of  the  Council  and  its  officers  for  their  continued 
courtesy  and  co-operation  and  to  include  in  this  my  thajiks  to 
my  clerk,  Miss  V.K, Pickard , for  all  her  help.

VACCINATION  AG-AINST  ROLIO-i^f^LTTTR 

During  the  year,  permission  was  granted  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  for  the  age  limit  to  be  raised  to  40  years,  so  that 
the  ?^-e  group  is  now  from  6 months  to  40  years.

Both  vaccination  against  smallpox  and  immunisation  against 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  are  carried  out  at  the  Clinic  and 
by  the  local  practitioners,  who  are  paid  by  the  County  Council 
on  receipt  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  the  record  cards. 

Ambulance  Service 

This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County 
Council,  which  has  seven  ambulances  in  the  County  and  an 
arrangement  for  the  provision  of  cars  for  "sitting  cases".  The 
Tenby  ambulance  has  been  supplied  by  the  Welsh  Awibulance 
Committee  and  is  operated  on  a garage  arrangement  basis  by 
Jeremy  s Garages  Limited.  The  British  Red  Cross  Society  is 
most  helpful  in  providing  voluntary  attendants. 

Much  of  the  work  in  the  south  of  the  County  consists  of 
out-patient  sitting  cases  fe(T^uiring  transport  to  hospitals  in 
Carmarthen,  Pembroke  and  Haverfordwest.  Generally,  these  cases 
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carried  by  hired  cars  in  order  that  the  aj.ibulance  shall 
be  iree  to  deal  with  emergency  cases.  This  procedure  is 
particularly  important  in  the  summer  months  when  the  area  is 
lull  of  holiday  makers. 


I During  1959?  the  Tenby  Ambulance  dealt  ivith  95^  'oatients 

4bb  of  whom  were  stretcher  cases  and  490  sitting  cases. "The  ' 

miles  travelled  v/as  19,900,  an  average  of  20.07 
miles  per  case,  in  43I  journeys.  '

extending  over  the  five  years  beginning  in  January  195^  and 
ending  in  December  19^0,  The  Council’s  proposal  was  to  close 
or  demolish  28  houses  during  that  period  and  at  a very  early 
date  it  is  anticipated  that  the  programme  will  be  completed. 
Owing  to  the  increasing  demand  for  the  purchase  of  old  houses 
and  W'ith  the  assistance  of  graiit  aid  under  the  House  Purchase 
and  Housing  Act,  1959?  it  is  unlikely  that  the  Council  will 
be  faced  with  any  further  proposals  in  the  forsccablc  future.

PUBLIC!  CLEANSING 

No  major  changes  took  ]place  in  the  cleansing  service 
during  the  year. 

Ow’ing  to  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  refuse  put  out 
for  collection  during  the  summer  months,  the  15  cwt. Bedford 
Truck  was  used  for  two  hours  daily. 

There  was  a marked  increase  in  the  number  of  covered 
refuse  bins  used  by  householders  and  as  a result,  refuse  was 
more  hygienically  stored  and  collecting  was  made  easier. 

The  disposal  site  at  Clickett’s  Lane  continued  in 
operation  during  the  year  and  sufficient  covering  material 
was  purchased  from  the  local  quarry  to  ensure  adequate  cover. 
Regular  spraying  of  the  tip  face  is  carried  out  and  only  a 
few  complaints  were  received  from  the  adjoining  housing 
estate  regarding  fly  infestation. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

One  operator  is  now  employed  part-time  on  this  work, 
under  the  general  direction  of  your  Public  Health  Inspector, 

All  complaints  from  householders  W'ere  dealt  with  promptly 
and  regular  treatments  were  carried  out  on  the  refuse  tip  and 
other  Local  Authority  properties.
